Few Bodies Found in Shaft, Weeping 
Women Surround the Mouth 
of the Mine. 


Palos, Ala., Aby 5.—All hope that 
any of the 
^ -five white and more 
than IOO n* 
miners entombed in 
Mine -No. 3^r^Pthe Palos Coal and 
Coke Comptly as the result of an 
explosion in the mine this afternoon 
may be rescued alive has been aban­ 
doned. It is thought if any of the 
Wen escaped death they were later 
Suffocated by black damp. 
estim ates of the number of men 
actually in the mine at the time vary. 
Estimates of Number Lost. 
Those in position to know esti­ 
mate the number at forty-five whites 
and about IOO negroes, while others 
say the number is much larger. 
♦Officials of the mine say that ac­ 
cording to their records but HO men 
are in the mine, but as a number 


of miners were employed under the 
contract system the list of names 
on the payrolls does not include all 
in the mine. 
Kescue Workers Overcome. 
'Immediately after the explosion the 
village organized an attempt to res­ 
cue those, entombed John Pasco and 
another miner went into the mine, 
but were soon ov«r come by black 
damp and were dragged out uncon­ 
scious. 
•Later a rescue party under the di­ 
rection of Assistant State Fire In­ 
spector Neal was equipped with oxy­ 
gen helmets and sent into the mine. 
The party succeeded in going sever­ 
al hundred feet, where they found 
three bodies and a dead mule. No 
attempt was made to bring the bod­ 
ies out, on account of the fire damp 
which soon drove the rescuers out. 
Later tonight another attempt will 
be mad** to explore the workings.

Yesterday about dark iMack Burris 
killed Tecumseh Brown one mile out 
of Stonewall on the Jesse road, as 
we understand it. Both parties are 
full blood Indians and 
were 
drunk 
a ttoiding to the best of our informa­ 
tion, and the instrument used in the 
deadly work was a stick. 
Upon being notified, Deputy John 
Kitchen, Calvin Bolin 
and

Well* started to the scene of the 
murder and in pursuit of Burris. On 
reaching the dead man Kitchen took 
charge of the remains and returned 
to Stonewall while the other offi­ 
cers continued the pursuit of the 
slayer. 
The officers are now looking for 
Burris who is still in hiding. There 
seems no doubt that he will be ap­ 
prehended in a very few hours with­ 
out much trouble. It appears that the 
home of Burris is a few miles of 
the town of Jesse and the supposition 
is that Burris is at home. The offi­ 
cers are thinking he will be captur­ 
ed without difficulty this afternoon, 
when he will probably be brought to 
Ada via the afternoon Katy.

British Kingdom Excited Over Con­ 
dition of Their Sovereign. 


London, May 5.—The kingdom was 
thrown into consternation tonight by 
the sudden and unexpected annouce- 
ment that King Edward was suffer­ 
ing from bronchitis in a form which 
caused some anxiety to his physicians 
two of whom are sleeping in Buck­ 
ingham Palace in order to be on 
hand in case of need 
The first intimation that anything 
was amiss was the failure of the 
King to meet the Queen, who return­ 
ed from the Continent this evening. 
It has been the King’s invariable rule 
to be present en the Queen’s arrival 
from any out-of-town journeys, and 
his absence this evening was made 
the subject 6f general comment im­ 
mediately after it was noted. 
The Queen hurried to the Palace, 
and soon afterward the public learn­ 
ed by an official rnnouncement that 
the King had been ill for two days. 
The fact that his illness had been 
thus concealed from public knowl­ 
edge increased the Alarm when once 
it became generally known. 
The King suffered from a similar 
attack at Biarritz owing to the in­ 
clement weather and cold winds, but 
it was supposed he had completely 
recovered, especially aa he attended 
the opera at Covent Garden within 
three hours of his arrival in Lon-

At 
its passage, which was largely due to 
Miss B arnard’s efforts, 500 hundred 
children were confined with hardened 
crim inals in the prisons of Oklaho­ 
ma. Now juvenile offenders are sep­ 
arated from older and real crim inals. 
Miss B arnard hopes to see the un­ 
principled guardians for Indian chil­ 
dren brought to justice. She is go­ 
ing after them bare handed and we 
predict there will be som ething doing 
for them before long. She says It is 
by far the m ost im portant and big­ 
gest thing she has yet undertaken; 
th at it m eans more to the people, es­

than any of her previous undertak­ 
ings. 
The news which the speaker had to 
tell was th at a wealthy philanthrop­ 
ist had prom ised her a half million 
dollars to use as she sees fit in her 
work of m itigating hum an woe.

Estimates of Number Lost.

mate the number at forty-ave whites 
and about 100 negroes, while others 
say the number Is much larger. 
^Officials of the mine say that ac- 
cording to their records but 110 men 
are in the mine, -but as a number 


of miners were employed under the 
contract system the list of names, 
on the payrolls does not include all 
in the mine. 


Hescne Workers Overcome. 


'Immediately after the explosion the 


village organized an attempt to res- 
cue those, entombed Joh'n Pasco and 
another miner went into the mine, 
but were soon ovir come by black 
damp and were dragged out uncon- 
scious. 


'Later a rescue party under the di- 


rection of Assistant State Fire In- 
spector 'Neal was' equipped with oxy- 
gen helmets anil* sent into the mine. 
The party succeeded in going sever- 
al hundred feet, where they found 
three bodies and a dead mule. No 
attempt was made to bring the bod- 
ies out, on account of the fire damp 
which soon drove the rescuers out 
Later tonight another attempt will 
be made to explore the workings.

Hescne Workers Overcome, 


'Immediately after the explosion the 


village organized an attempt to res- 
cue those, entombed Joh'n Pasco and 
another miner went into the mine, 
but were soon ovir come by black 
damp and were dragged out uncon- 
scious 


'Later a rescue party under the di- 


rection of Assistant State Fire In- 
spector Neal was equipped with oxy- 
gen helmets ami'' sent into the mine. 
The party succeeded in going sever- 
al hundred feet, where they found 
three bodies and a dead mule No 
attempt was mnde to bring the bod- 
ies out, on account of the fire damp 
which soon drove the rescuers out 
Later tonight another attempt -will 
be made to explore the workings.

Brltlsh Kingdom Excited Over Con- 


dltlon of Their Sovereign. 


London, May 5.—The kingdom was 


thrown Into consternation tonight by 
'the sudden and unexpected annouce- 
ment that King Edward was suffer- 
ing from bronchitis in a form which 
caused some anxiety to his physicians 
two of whom are sleeping In Buck- 
ingham Palace in order to be on 
hand in case of need. 


The first intimation- that anything 


was amiss was the failure of the 
King to meet the Queen, wiio return-: 
ed from the Continent this evening. 
It has been the King's Invariable rule 
to <be present on the Queen's arrival' 
from any out-of-town journeys, and 
his absence this evening- was made 
the subject of general comment im- 
mediately after it was noted. 


The Queen hurried to the Palace, 


and soon afterward the -public learn- 
ed by an official announcement that 
the King had been ill lor two days. 
The fact that his illness had been 
thus concealed from public knowl- 
edge increased the alarm when' once 
It became generally known.
